Tuesday evening, May 4th, came. By 8:30 
o'cloek a crowd of a tkoosaad pataoaa bad as- 
sembled at the Haymarket Pijuare. .^ugu-st 
.Spies, Editor of The Arbiter Zeitong, wax the 
first speaker. Beginning with a raabling dis- 
cussion of the labor qoestion in general, he at 
la.st came to the subject of theChlragn tmuiilgs. 
Then he became inflammatory and vehement. 
"What means this diaplajr of gathering gnns, 
cannon, bayonets, patrol wagons, clnbs?" said 
Spies. "What means thix calling out of the 
First Kegiment? Is it an entertainment for you? 
MeCormick deika that he is foaponsible for 
the bloodshed jesteniay.

name of the state of lUiaoif. I command this 
crowd to disperse." 
Instantly tktr* «aa a flight of sparks from 

an alley behind the speaker's wagon. A bomb 
fell with a roar in the midst of the police 
colnmns. There waa an explosion. One police- 
■an was killed inatanly and others snffered 

wounds from which they died. Then a terrific 
acene occurred. Revolvers were drawn and a 
Moody battle waa fonght between the crowd 
and the polioemen. Newspaper accounts differ, 

but it is pretty penerally accepted th if s. ven 
policemen were killed and sixty wounded, and a 
nomber of those participating in the meeting 
were killed and wounded. 

A search for the bomb thrower was made, 
but he was never discovered. Eight agitators 
were indicted. Seven of them— SpiH, Schwab, 
Fielden, f'ar-ons, Fischer, Engel and Lingg - 
were found guilty of murder nnder Judge Gary's 
charge to the Jnry directing the return of such 
a verdict if the defendants were parties to a 
conspiracy, "even though the date of the cul- 
mination of that coobpirary had not been fixed." 
Neebe. the eighth prisoner, was sentenced to 
fifteen years imprisor.mer.f . I. in>.'K committed 
i-uicide. The sentences of Schwab and Fielden 
were commuted to life imprisonment, and Spies, 
Parsons, Fischer nnd Engel were banged. On 
Jtin- .'•'th. isiW, lo ve-r r .Mtgeld pardoned 
the three men in prison on the theory that the 
bomb was thrown as an act of personal revenge 
against a police captain and that it had not 
bnen shown that the bomli jhrnwer was insti- 
gated t'V the convicted nen.
